In addition , applicant should indicate which specific antibody desaination (e.g. 7A3, 
27C1, etc.) the elected species election reads upon. 

These species of the antibody that binds TGF£ are distinct because each antibody 
possesses a unique structure as determined both by its heavy and light chain 
sequence, and by the pairing of those sequences to produce the antigen-binding site. 
Further, the examination of these species would require different searches in the 
scientific literature and electronic databases. As such, it would be burdensome to 
search these species together.
